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On Sept. 8, 2006, Dr. Anne Kerr announced that 
FSC had received a $2.5 million gift from 
philanthropist and Lakeland resident Alberta 
Blanton to construct a new nursing building. The 
gift allowed the college to build a state-of-the-art 
facility that promotes Florida Southerns 
nursing program. 

The construction started on Nov. 19, 2008 and was 
completed on Aug. 27, 2009. The beautiful Joe K. 
and Alberta Blanton nursing building stands tall on 
the north corner of Finney and Johnson Avenue. 

The building was designed by Mike Murphey of 
Wallis, Murphey Boyington Architects of Lakeland. 
The structure is as beautiful inside as it is outside. 
The facility includes wireless classrooms, a student 
lounge, a treatment simulation laboratory, faculty 
offices, conference room, and a nursing skills lab. 

The ceremonial ribbon-cutting to inaugurate the 
building and celebrate Blanton's kindness took place 
right in front of the nursing building on Nov. 13, 
2009. There were about 150 people celebrating with 
Florida Southern College. 

"The entire campus community is deeply grateful 
for Mrs. Blanton's generosity to make this 
exceptional facility a reality" said Dr. Anne B. Kerr. 

FSC s nursing program has expanded with the 
addition of four-year Bachelor of Science degree. 
This is the first nursing program offered in Polk 
County. The state-of-the-art nursing facility will 
provide our talented nursing students with the skills 
and experience to offer excellent health care to Polk 
County once they graduate. 

The new nursing building provides the 
technologically advanced facilities needed to meet 
the classroom and clinical teaching requirements of 
the expanded curriculum. 
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On March 19, 2010, Florida Southern celebrated the 
dedication of the state-of-the-art Marshall and Vera Lea 
Rinker Technology Center. The scenic 4,000 
square-foot construction is located in the heart of the 
campus beside Ingraham Avenue. 

The Rinker Technology Center provides students with 
a computer laboratory wired with the latest technology, 
a seminar room, a cyber lounge, and work spaces for 
the staff. 

The building was designed to include some Frank 
Lloyd Wright elements by Michael Murphey, vice 
president of Wallis Murphey Boyington Architects of 
Lakeland. The Marshall and Vera Lee Rinker 
Foundation of West Palm Beach donated $1.5 million 
to finance the construction of the facility. 

"The glue that holds this campus together is the Frank 
Lloyd Wright flavor that is woven throughout," said 
John Rinker, president of the Marshall and Vera Lea 
Rinker Foundation. 




The Rinker Technology Center is open for students 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 
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The Dr. Marcene H. and Robert E. Christoverson 
Humanities building is still under construction, 
but progress can be seen through its soaring roofs 
and elegant glass entry way. The ceremonial ground 
breaking for the construction took place on 
October 26, 2007. The 15,000 square foot build- 
ing is located on Lake Hollingsworth alongside 
Johnson and Mississippi Avenues. 

The funding of the construction was supported 
by Trustee Dr. Marcene H. Christoverson. She 
generously donated $2 million to the school for 
the building to become reality. 




"I am happy to play a role in the College s transformation," Dr. Christoverson said. 

The building will provide students with technologically advanced classrooms, common areas to relax 
in, faculty common areas, a film studies center, study rooms and a state-of-the-art language center. 

"The study of languages and literatures is part of our founding heritage and continues to support our 
mission of preparing students to make positive and important contributions to society," Dr. Kerr said. 
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In addition to all of the building transformations 
that have gone on this year, Florida Southern has 
also undergone some beautification projects. One 
of the new gardens is Lynn's Garden, which is 
named after Lynne Hollis, the wife of past 
president and former vice chairman of the board of 
Publix Super Markets, Mark Hollis. 

Lynn Garden is an attractive eco-friendly garden 
with a stunning marble sculpture as its centerpiece. 
The sculpture is entitled Spirit and was created by 
Mark Hollis. 

The Florida Southern campus was once recognized 
by its breath-taking views of Lake Hollingsworth, 
but now Lynn Garden has added yet another gem 
to the Florida Southern campus. 

Another garden that has joined the Florida 
Southern campus is the Maria Glover garden. The 
garden was a gift to Maria from her husband in 
celebration of their 40th wedding anniversary. 

The garden has a 3 tier fountain in the middle of 
it and runs beside Ordway. The garden add to the 
beauty of the Florida Southern campus and 
students enjoy walking through the garden on their 
way to class. 
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The new Barnett Residential Life Center replaced the 
1950s Panhellenic Building. The new dorm room 
buildings were named after the Barnett s children, Wesley 
and Nicholas. 

Carol and Barney Barnett, both alumni of Florida 
Southern College and Lakeland community leaders 
donated the new Residential Life Center. 

The buildings run along the shores of Lake 
Hollingsworth, enabling some lucky students to have an 
amazing lake view from their dorm room window. 

"The new Residential Life Center provides a wonderful 
enhancement to both our campus and the city of 
Lakeland," said Dr. Kerr. 

The facility is 100,00 square-feet and provides 195 
bedrooms, meeting rooms, a kitchen with oven, a media 
and computer center, an entertainment center, 24-hour 
study rooms, and an outdoor park area between the 
two buildings. 

"This new residential life facility will not only set a new 
standard for resident life on our campus, but will be a 
national model for other private colleges and 
universities," said Dr. Kerr.

Florida Southern College began not with the architecture of 
Frank Lloyd Wright, but with a vision former college 
president Dr. Ludd Spivey had for a "great education 
temple." 

The year was 1933. The Great Depression was affecting the 
world over and the Florida Southern Board of Trustees were 
voting to close Florida Southern College. However, Dr. 
Spivey still believed in building a "truly American campus." 

Dr. Spivey was inspired by the viewing of a war memorial on 
a trip to Europe to build a college. Spivey contracted Frank 
Lloyd Wright and met him in Wisconsin to discuss the idea 
of a college campus in the orange groves. 

In a conversation between Spivey and Wright, Spivey said, "I 
have no money with which to build the modern American 
campus, but if you'll design the buildings, I'll work night 
and day to raise the means." 

Dr. Spivey did find a creative way to raise the means. When 
admitting students to Florida Southern College, Spivey told 
the students that, instead of paying tuition, they would be 
help build the campus. 

When the United States entered WWII, the male students 
went off to war and the women finished building the original 
Roux library. The original library is now the Hollis room of 
Thad Buckner Building. 

During the time between 1938-1958, twelve of the 
eighteen structures Wright designed were constructed. 
Wright's designs for his "Child of the Sun" required the use 
of a few basic materials: steel for strength, sand because it 
is native to Florida and glass to bring God's outdoors into 
man's indoors. 

The first ground breaking ceremony was held on May 24, 
1938 for the Annie M. Pfeiffer Chapel. Dedication of the 
building took place March 9, 1941.

Already well known during his lifetime, Wright was 
recognized in 1991 by the American Institute of Architects 
as "the greatest American architect of all time." More than 
30,000 visit the Child of the Sun campus every year.
